returned enthusiastic. 
After some difficulty ho 
was able to persuade the San Francisco Medical 
Society to invite Dr. Schafer to deliver an address. 
The facts of Dr. Schafer’s cures were unbeliev­ 
able. but the audience could not help being Im­ 
pressed by the intense, dynamic aspect of the man.

by the 
Indian 
quarrymen. 
W eighing almost th ree tons, It was a 
m onum ent to the Industry 
of 
th e 
North American Indians, who have too 
often been considered lazy, and who, 
we m ust remember, had only the sim ­ 
plest tools with which to raise this 
heavy mass. 
One of 
their 
shafts, 
which contained a m ass 
of 
copper 
weighing several tons, was twenty-six 
feet deep and the m ass of copper had 
been raised several feet, probably th e 
only m eans the Indians had of moving 
it being wedges and sticks. 
T hese 
were 
exceptionally 
deep 
shafts, many others being smaller. In 
one place an area of about 400 acres 
had been worked over. 
Judging from 
the 
num ber of 
stone 
hammers 
or 
mauls found In a given bulk of the de­ 
bris excavated from these ancient dig­ 
gings thousands and thousands of th e 
ham m ers must have been used, and 
may be found by clearing out the old 
workings.—Southern Workmen.

Consumption occasionally attacks bur­ 
ly and red faced automobilists in odd 
ways you know. 
“T he remedy? 
It is to protect from 
dust the nose and mouth, the same aa 
the eyes are always protected. 
The 
automobilist should w ear a respirator. 
F urther, after a dusty run, he should 
gargle the throat with a weak and 
harm less 
antiseptic 
solution. 
But 
imagine an automobilist, after a long 
run, gargle with anything except—” 
And the physician made the gesture 
of one who tosses off a liquid far m ore 
delectable than peroxide or carbolic. 


Value of American Peat, 
The use of peat for domestic pur­ 
poses in 
European 
countries 
dates 
back several hundred years, but th e 
extensive development in methods of 
m ining and utilizing peat has been 
largely within the past ten years. 
At 
the present time in m any of the Euro­ 
pean countries peat is a large source 
of power development through the aid 
of the gas producer and engine, and 
the utilization of the peat bogs is be­ 
coming general. 
Some Idea of the ex­ 
tent of this development may be had 
from the statem ent th a t Russia alone 
mines annually over 5,000,000 tons of 
I dry peat. 
It is estim ated by the United States 
geological survey 
th at 
the 
bogs 
of 
this country 
contain 
approximately 
12,SBS,000.000 tons of dry peat com­ 
m ercially 
available. 
At 
a 
m arket

Almond Bread WHI Be Fourd an Ex­ 
cellent Substitute for Time- 
Honored Coffee Cake. 


Two and a half cups of flour, one 
and a half cups of sugar, two tea­ 
spoonfuls of baking powder, a quar­ 
ter teaspoonful of salt anti six well- 
beaten eggs should be mixed into a 
soft dough. 
Add then a quarter of 
a pound of sw’eet almonds, blanched 
and washed, but not cut. Lastly, work 
In one and one-quart< r glassfuls of 
the best salad oil. 
Knead the dough 
faithfully. 
Do not have it too stiff. 
Flour the kneading board well. 
Cut 
the dough into pieces about as 'arge 
as a medium-sized potato, and roll 
these on the board into lengths. These 
should extend from one side of the 
baking pan to the other. 
Flour—not 
grease—the pan. 
Bake in a brie’.: 
oven to a light brown. ,As soon as 
the pan is removed from the oven, 
cut the strips into two or into four 
inch pieces. 
If this is not done at 
once while the almonds are soft, you 
cannot cut the rolls neatly. 
The recipe allows for five dozen 
pieces of almond bread. 
You may 
make half the quantity if you like. 
The oil used as shortening is not 
tasted at all in the bread. 
You may 
keep it a long time without finding 
it soggy or anything but crisp and 
good.

pounds currants. Prepare the fruit as 
follows: Pit and cut cherries in half, 
cut strawberries in half and apricots

Such is the usual 
attitude of parents, with which the 
world sympathizes while it smiles. 
Nevertheless, it is surprising to what 
names, and conjunctions of names, 
reckless or cruelly 
jocular parents 
w ill condemn their childre^. 
Eng­ 
lish records 
of recent years reveal 
that Robert New named his two sons 
Nothing and Something. 
Mr. Mixer, 
Mr. Peel and Mr. Codd Lamed their 
respective babies Pepper, Lemon and 
Salt; while Mr. W are’s little girl be­ 
came China and Mr. Gentle’s Always. 
An appeal for legal 
change 
of 
name allowed the general public to 
learn that the brothers Pigg bore the 
Christian names of Black, Brown, Gay 
and Guinney! 
Their request, it is 
needless to say, was promptly grant­ 
ed. 
The unfortunate twins Sudden 
Death and Jolly Death showed a yet 
further abuse of parental privilege in 
their cognomens; 
but they did not 
change them. 
Practical joking at the 
expense of helpless infants is cer­ 
tainly unpardonable.

KEEP CHICKEN HOUSE CLEAN 


Lack of Sanitary Conditions One Great 
Factor In Transmission of Dis­ 
ease— Few Hints. 


It is, of course, the purpose of every 
one engaged in the poultry business to 
produce birds capable of good egg and 
meat production, says a Maryland bul­ 
letin. It must be the first duty of the 
poultry raiser to see that the condi­ 
tions are such that there is no chance 
for disease to interfere with the good 
health of the flock. 
There is probably no other class of 
livestock so subject to disease as do­ 
mestic fowls. From the shell to the 
fully mature bird, fowls are subject to 
a great variety of diseases. 
The 
lack 
of 
sanitary 
conditions 
about the poultry houses and yards 
are a great factor in the transmission 
of diseases. The location of the poultry 
plant and its drainage are to be con­ 
sidered, dampness in the houses ’and 
mud in the yards are most unfavor­ 
able conditions for poultry raising. 
The proper amount of space and ven­ 
tilation in the houses should be care­ 
fully considered. 
Cleanliness is an essential sanitary 
condition for birds, accumulations of 
excrement lying about the houses are 
the means of transmission of the most 
deadly diseases. 
These excrements 
when in a moist condition in a w’arm 
house harbor the parasites and bac­ 
teria which may be the means of an­ 
nihilating large numbers of poultry. A 
few suggestions will not be out of 
place here as regards making the con­ 
ditions sanitary for birds. The drop­ 
ping should be cleaned at least twice 
a week, and lf possible every morn­ 
ing. 
A small quantity of road dust or 
land plaster should be sprinkled about. 
These materials will absorb the moist­ 
ure and bad odors and also add to the 
value of the droppings. 
The nests 
should be cleaned once a month and 
the old nesting material replaced with 
fresh new straw'. 
The addition ot a 
little lime or insect powder will help 
in eradicating lice and mites. 
A great 
factor in establishing sanitary condi­ 
tions is the application of whitewash. 
There is no material more purifying 
than hot whitewash. 
This may be made more effective by 
the addition of four ounces of carbolic 
acid per gallon. 
The yards may be 
kept clean and sweet by cultivation 
and seeding. 
Attention to these little 
things may save tflocks from many a 
troublesome disease.

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MISTAKES IN 
BEE KFEPING 


Those 
Who Think 
Fortune Awaita 
Them After Getting Fairly Started 
Make Big Error. 


One of the common mistakes begin­ 
ners make is in thinking that bee­ 
keeping is a high road to fortune and 
that all they have to do is to get start* ; 
ed in the business and fortune is as- ! 
sured. 
Those who go into it with 
that belief are doomed to disappoint- j 
ment, for you’ve got to hustle for all 
you got out of the bees, just the same | 
as in any other business you may take 
up. 
There are obstacles in the path, , 
whatever we attempt to do, and we 
must go at our work with a determina­ 
tion to surmount all obstacles. If you 
are looking for something easy, with 
lots of money in it, don’t try bee-keep­ 
ing. 
If you like bees, and are willing 
to work for what you get, there is 
a good living in it, and to the lover of 
bees there is a strange fascination in 
the pursuit. Nearly all who have made j 
a business of It have been able to lay 
up some money, but few ever become 
rich at it. 
The most likely mistake is that of 
starting out with too many bees be­ 
fore obtaining practical knowledge of 
them. 
Get one or two colonies 
and 
work with them, and at 
the 
same 
time secure the assistance of at least 
one good bee book and take a good 
bee journal. 
Better yet, go and put 
in one or two seasons with a good 
bee-keeper and get a knowledge of the 
j 
practical side of the business as han­ 
dled by a practical man. 
Then adopt 
some good method and stick to it, for 
another very common mistake is that 1 
of trying every new idea that comes 
along.

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WHITE MARKINGS OF HORSES 


Most Common Among Chestnuts and 
More Commonly Seen on Hind 
Legs— Bays Next In Rank. 


Among horses, Irrespective of the 
question of breed, white is much more 
commonly seen on the hind legs, or on 
one of them, than on the forelegs. And 
when the latter are white it is prac­ 
tically always true that you will find 
white on the hind legs, too. 
When 
markings are present both behind and 
In front those on tho hind limbs are 
usually the mere extensive. 
It is also found that there is a very 
definite connection between the coat 
color of horses and the frequency 
with which white markings occur, says 
the Horse World. 
Thus the latter are 
by far the most commonly associated 
with the chestnut color. And not only 
are they the most prevalent in chest­ 
nut horses, but it Is also, of course, a 
well-known fact that the markings are 
apt to be more extended in nature in 
the case of this color than in that of 
any other. 
Chestnut, therefore, apparently pos­ 
sesses, so to speak, a special affinity 
for these markings. 
Bay ranks next 
as regards the degree of frequency 
with which white markings appear In 
horses of this color, although it comes 
a good way behind chestnut in this re­ 
spect 
Then follows 
brown, while 
they are met with 
less frequently 
among black and roan colored horses. 
The theory is sometimes put for­ 
ward that in mating sire and dam 
which both have conspicuous white 
markings on their legs the tendency 
is for these to assume a more exten­ 
sive character in the progeny than is 
the case in either of the parents. This 
theory cannot, however, be substan­ 
tiated. 
These markings are of a highly he­ 
reditary nature, and must prove to be 
transmitted to the offspring; 
prob­ 
ably even more so in the case of the 
sire than in that of the dam. 
Conclu­ 
sive scientific support of this latter 
theory is not available, but It is a 
commonly observed phenomenon. On 
the other hand, there are some cases 
in which stallions with white mark­ 
ings habitually sire whole colored 
foals.

THINNING TO COLOR APPLES 


Necessity of Producing Better Grado 
of Fruit Than Formerly Makes 
This Essential. 


Brave 
Life-Saving 
Crews 
Rescue 
1,720 Persons From Stranded Ship 
In Five Hours, Without One 
Life Being Lost. 


Lone Hill, N. J., Life-Saving Sta­ 
tion.— In just five hours and ten min­ 
utes the 1,720 cabin and steerage pas­ 
sengers on the stranded North Ger­ 
man Lloyd liner Prinzess Irene were 
transferred to the deck of her sister 
ship, the Prinz Friedrich Wilhelm, 
and one hour after 
nightfall they 
were safely on 
their way to New 
York. 
The feat is unparalleled in 
the history of marine disasters and 
will, perhaps, remain so for years to 
come. 
Not a life was lost, not a case 
of panic was reported. 
The 
first 
passenger off was a woman and the 
second a baby. The cabin passengers, 
masters; of the situation and the lan­ 
guage, generously gave precedence to 
the more timorous steerage. 
Ten small boats, tw- tugs and the 
relief ship took part in the rescue, 
while a revenue cutter and a dere­ 
lict destroyer stood by. 
All the 1,485 
steerage passengers were led down 
by the forward companionway, thence 
clambered dow’n a rope ladder into 
small boats. 
From these they were 
transferred to the tugs John T. Tim­ 
mins and John Nichols, which 
lay 
safe In the lee of the bl' liner. W ith 
the steerage out of the way and the 
wind clean and sea down, the tugs 
made fast alongside and took the cabin 
passengers directly aboard from 
a 
rear companionw'a) 
The first tug 
left at 12:45 noon, and th* last at 5:55 
p. rn., five hours and 
ten minutes 
later. 
The huge steam finally was hauled 
from the sandbar. 
As the veteran 
Captain Peterssen 
of the Prinzess 
Irene will take his ship back across 
the Atlantic under its own steam, 
substantially unscathed, It Is the as­ 
sumption here among tbci' who pro­ 
fess to know, th. * Peterssen’s per­ 
sonal grief will be his chief punish­ 
ment.

The coloring of apples Is influenced 
greatly by thinning. 
It is well known 
that when two pickings are made that 
half colored fruits left at the first 
picking will, within two 
or 
three 
weeks, increase in size and put on 
more color, rivaling 
the 
specimens 
first removed. 
Earlier thinning 
ac 
complishes this result in a still more 
marked manner. 
There is also a greater number of 
windfalls from unthinned than from 
a thinned tree, partly duo to decrease 
of defective fruits by thinning, also 
to lessened drain upon the vitality of 
the tree. 
Owing to the necessity of produc 
ing a better grade of fruit than for­ 
merly, and of more careful packing, 
thinning the fruit cannot bo neglect­ 
ed. 
Thinning Is one of the measures to 
be taken to Induce annual crops, but 
a one it cannot produce the desired 
result, nor can varieties in which the 
habit of fruiting in alternate years is 
strongly fixed be much changed in 
this way. 


Building Good Roosts. 
For roosts use any length desired— 
7 or 8 feet is about right. 
Take 1x2- 
irch pieces 14 inches long and round 
corners on one end and bore ^-inch 
hole one Inch from the end and fasten 
studding with a largo spike about 12 
inches from dropping board. 
These act as hinges, allowing roosts 
to be raised out of the way when 
cleaning dropping 
boards. 
Fasten 
roost to these two inches from the end 
and nail cleat on studding so as to 
hold roost level when down. 


Cultivating the Corn Crop. 
The essential thing in corn culti­ 
vation is to keep the ground free from 
weeds and covered with a soil mulch. 
The result of fifty-six different tests 
at seventeen different agricultural ex­ 
periment stations show an average in­ 
crease of 42 per cent, resulting from 
shallow cultivation as compared with 
deep cultivation. 
In moist years cul­ 
tivation Is of less Importance than in 
dry years. 


An Apology for Sleeves, 
The bodice of matinee is 
a per­ 
suasive substitute 
for 
the flowing 
kimono styles. 
It Is cut all in one 
piece Uke a pelerine, with deep point­ 
ed tabs offering an apology for sleeves. 
The ends are drawn down over the 
bust in surplice fashion, pulled in at 
the waistline to shape to the figure, 
and smoothed 
out 
again over the 
hips, with the ends thrown over each 
other at the back. 
The lower edges 
are outlined with ball fringe, and 
there is a little crossover tucker of 
fine white mull. 


Sweet Potato Plants. 
Sweet potato plants require a great 
deal of heat and sunshine and care 
should be taken in planting them to 
look after this. The sweet potato vine 
should be planted in rows from three 
and a half to four feet apart, and the 
plants should be set from two to two 
and a half feet apart. 
The soil should 
be hoed to the plants in the early 
stages of cultivation, and this should 
be done regularly. 
If crowded the 
plants will not tuber well.

the regal procession.

The alibey began to fill several 
hours before the time set for the

service.

amined the gowns and jewels

a display of jewels never before was 
seen at a court ceremony. 
The procession of their m ajesties 
In their coach from Buckingham pal­ 
ace, the home of Britain'3 king and 
queen, to W estm inster abbey, where 
the ceremony took place, was wit lion t 
special incident. 
King Knelt in Prayer. 
The service in the abbey began with 
the reconsecration of the regalia. 
As 
nor 01 
the king and queen came in sight the 
archbishop of Canterbury took 
his* 
! seat, in front of the coronation chair. 
The queen passed to the left of the 
j throne and to her chair. 
Then the 
king appeared, bowed to the queen as 
he passed her, and knelt in prayer be­ 
fore hi# chair in front of the throne. 
The king stood while the archbishop 
read the recognition, or election, be- 
m 30d-tf ginning, “Sirs, I here present unto you 
King George, the undoubted king of 
this realm,” etc. 
The king and queen 
knelt while the archbishop said the 
communion service, and the singing of 
the Creed followed 
Next came the administration of the 
oath. The archbishop, standing before 
the king’s chair, asked. "Sir, is your 
majesty willing to take the oath?” 
The king answered. "I am willing,” 
and signed the oath. 
After 
the 
archbishop's 
anointing 
prayer 
the sword, armillae and all 
were delivered to the king, according 
to tile program. 
The choir started 
“God Save the King," and this was 
the signal which started bell ringing, 
gun bring and shouting throughout 
the city’s streets. 
The Bible having been presented 
the king knelt to receive the benedic­ 
tion. 
He then walked to the great s 
throne, where the archbishop, Prince 
of Wales and nobles knelt and paid 
homage. 
The queen’s crowning was brief and 
simple.
